PLOWING.—In auflwer to U. C., of Meri- 


ilep, N. V., who asks how deep it la best to 
plpw : Just ay deep as your eoil will allow,

soil U a good, dark loam, two feet deep or 
moro, 
for corn, the roots of which do not 


run down, deep, but eprend uenr tbo surface, 
eix InobftB is deep enough, and if you delay 
plowing till a few days before planting, nil 
the better, Lbo surfhce will be warmed and 
wheu th»t Is turned nndfir you have a warm 
under-atrata ; it does not require loug to 
warm that which you have brought to tbe 


• fcurface. If you intend to plant roots then 


plow .deeper; 
eight or ten inches for 


mangels, sugar beets, or carrots is none too 
deep ; if the Eod would admit an Inch or 
two deeper would be no loss. 
If you have 


a thin soil do not plow more tbfm an iuch 
deeper; if you turn under n, sod, then turn 
up soil enough whoa hEnroled BO that you 
can cover the seed without disturbing tbo 
Bod.—[American Cultivator.

ilixDRE FOH Fp.arr 'IREE3.—An English 


writer gives tbe following sengible sugges- 
tions for enrlcbing Iho Eoil about tbe fruit 
trees: 


There ara certain principles, easy of rec- 


ognition, which should rdivays govern the 
application of solid manures to fruit trees. 
So long as n tieo is making n f^ir average 
aouual growth, nccoriling lo Iho variety— 
nuJ there is much variation in'tbe vigor of 
different kinds—rich solid manures would 
be hurtful. 
Thin ueed uot, of course, pre- 


vent help being given nt timed wben it. is 
urgently required, in tho shape of a sprink- 
ling of guano or other nrlific-ial uiauuro, to 
be afterward watered iti; 
or it may bo 


ylveu with good effect in n liijuid elate. 
The heat time to givo (juick acting stimu- 
lants is ID summer, wheu the trees are car- 
rying a good crop of fruit aud seem to re- 
quire help speedily. The best timo for 
using solid manures is doubtless in nututnii; 
tbey should bo applied jast beneath tbo sur- 
face, but not necessarily in itamedialo con- 
tact with tho roots. 
An inch or two of tbe 


surface EoH may be removed, tbo manure 
spread over, and tho Eoil ecattored over 
again. 
In tho caao of very old, cshaustod 


trees, whoso roots are for tho moU part 
deep iu tho earth, tho manuro may be buried 
deeper, nearer to them, to be tbo moro easi- 
ly ftTfiUfible-, and it should ba given in great- 
er quantities. 
Many of the scrubby old 


apple and pear tiecs that seem pn?t redemp- 
tion might ho brought bnch to health nnd 
usefulness if treated in tho mnnnt-r sug- 
gested. 
The wonder i* that it seldom oc- 


cUrs lo people lo holp them in thia wny. 
Year after year, wbat frnit the trees bear is 
Bothered and taken away ; the leaves, too, 
fall and are blown by tho wind to the near- 
eat dyke, aud no part of tfio loud the trees 
have carried is given back to them again to 
help to support them. 
Small wonder id it, 


then that, after a certain period, their Tiger 
fails. 
In good fertile [and the struggle 13 of 


coane B protracted one; bat even in the 
bestlind, after tbe first flush of youth is 
oter, trceftthat are bearing heavy crops of 
fruit need support, and TV ben they coiso to 
mrta a reasonable growth annually it is timo 
for reinvigoratiug measures to be taken iu 
h*nd, and there- ip no plan so good as tho 
application of rich top dressings. The wny 
in which tbe roots of trees seem to flnd their 
food, ersn if placed nt n distance from them 
is very remarkable : aud as it is certain they 
h»ve tbis power of discovery, by placing 
their food near tho surface they nro brought 
within the influence of air and sunshine.

Tbsra nrd cerlnin principles, easy of rec- 


ognition, which should always govern the 
•(plication of solid manures to fruit trees. 
So long as n tree is cimkiug a fair average 
annual growth, ncconliiip; to tho variety— 
lud thsra is much vnrlntion in the rigor of 
different kinds—rich solid manures would 
bo hurtful. 
This uped not, of course, pre- 


vent help being given at times when it is 
urgently required, in tho shnpe of A sprink- 
ling of guano or other artificial lunuuro, to 
he afterward watered in ; 
or it may be 


giten willt good effect in a liquid state. 
The best time to give quick acting stimu- 
lants is in summer, when tho trees nre car- 
rying a good crop of fruit and teem to re- 
quire help speedily. The best lime for 
naing solid inannres is doubtless iu autumn; 
they should be applied just beneath (be sur- 
face, but not necessarily iu immediate con- 
tact wilb tho roots. 
Au inch or two of tho 


surface soil may bs removed, the manure 
spread over, and tbo soil scattered over 
ne'in. In the case ol very old, exhausted 
trees, whose roots are for tbo innit part 
deep in the earth, tho manure may ha buried 
deeper, nearer to them, to be tbo moro easi- 
ly available, and it should ba given in great- 
er qutntities.

>ppt> mil pear trees that seem p.ist redemp- 
tion might be brought hack to health and 
usefulness if treated iu the manner sug.

. help to support them. Small wonder is it, 


tbsu that, nfter a certain period, their vigor 
fails. In good fertile Innd the struggle is of 
course a protracted ono ; hut even in the 
l»»t land, after Hie first flush of youth is 
oter, trees that are bearing heavy crops of 
fruit need support, and when they ceise to 


' mtle 'n reasonable, growth annually il is time 


for ^invigorating measures to be laken iu 
hind, and there is no plan so good as the 
applicition of rich top dressing?. The w«y 
in which the roofs of trees seem to find Ibeir 
food, eran if placed at a. distance from them 
i« very remarkable ; arid us it ii certain they 
b«v« this power of discovery, by placing 
lhair food near the aurface they are brought 
within the influence of air and sunshine.
